Moisture Deeper Than Usual 


Late fall rains and percolation of 
winter snowmelt have resulted in con- 
siderable moisture reserve for the 
1934 growing season. Tests made on 
the Substation, April 26, reveal inter- 
esting results. On level land summer- 
fallowed in 1933, moisture was abund- 
ant at 44 inches, whereas on a high 
knoll in the same field it had pene- 
trated only 28 inches. Level oat 
stubble ploughed last fall revealed 
moisture down to 34 inches, while on 
unploughed stubble in the same field 
it had penetrated to 27 inches. On 
meadow land moisture was abundant 
at 18 inches on a knoll and in one 
case to 62 inches at least on the level. 
In alfalfa meadows, which use mois- 
ture rapidly, it was found to the 
depth of 18 inches on a knoll and 27 
inches on the level. This amount of 
moisture in the soil should give the 
1934 crop a good start.

The Warmest April 
April proved to be a delightful | 
month with many calm, warm days | 
and comparatively little wind. The | 
highest thermometer reading was 71.9 
deg. Fah. on the twenty-sixth and the 
lowest, 20 on the second. It was the 
warmest April experienced in the nine- 
teen years that records have been 
kept at the Substation, having a mean | 
temperature of 44.45 deg. Fah. an} 
compared with the average for eigh- 
teen years’ records (1916 to 1933 in- | 
clusive) of 37.05 deg. Fah. The next 
highest April mean temperature oc- 
curred in 1926 with 42.85 deg. Fah. 
Precip'tation amounted to 0.34 inch as | 
against an average of 0.77 inch for 
eighteen previous years. Sunshine 
totalled 257.5 hours, this proving the! 
brightest April in the twelve years for 
which there are records, the average 
for the eleven previous years being | 
214.96 hours. The next sunniest April 
was in 1981 with a_ total of 246.9 
hours.

Rabbits, Threshing and Snow 

We seem to have been lucky this 
last winter to have had so much snow, 
for it protected many of the lower 
bushes and young trees from the rab- 
bits. They surely played havoc with 
the windbreaks as there is about two 
feet girdled just above the snow line. 
It looks rather curious at a distance. 

There may be some curtailment of 
crop acreage this spring as both 
money and seed grain are rather 
scarce. It may be just as well to do 
a little more summerfallowing. Much 
of the newer settled land is none too 
good, anyway, and one crop after fal- 
low is about all it will stand, 

It is strange how the snow went 
this spring. Southward from the al 
way (east of the Smoky) it melted 
early and the creeks were running 
almost two weeks before the water 
began to flow from Magloire Lake. 

There was a good deal of the crop 
out in the fields last winter and much 
of it was completely destroyed by the 
rabbits, The grain that is left does ! 
not seem much worse from standing | 
over winter but much of it was frozen 
anyway. .

Note:——Unfenced windbreaks are 
subject to periodic mutilation unless 
coated with protective sprays. The 
shelter-belt trees girdled as described 
will renew from below the girdled 
parts but the heads will be shortened

One meal of that poisoned mash is 
his last. Cutworms are of many spe- 
cies but the ones troubling us in the 
North are mostly nocturnal, prefer- 
ring to feed at night. They like juicy 
food, eating bran if moist but not 
readily if dry. So the poisoned bait 
should be spread after sundown along 
the rows of vegetables to be protected. 
It should be.used promptly at the first 
sign of injury and several applica- 
tions at intervals are likely to be re- 
quired if it proves to be a cutworm 
year. If the bait is applied before 
sundown it is soon dried out by the 
warm air and soil, then by the time 
Mr, Cutworm comes up to eat, the 
bait has lost its attractiveness so the 
marauder proceeds to fill up on seed- 
ling plants instead. Sometimes cut- 
worms are so numerous that certain 
species will climb plants and feast by 
day as well as night. We have had 
year-old stands of sweet clover de- 
foliated in this way. In such a case 
a poison srray might be effective if 
not too costly for the crop to be pro- 
tected. However, the greatest depre- 
dations ar® usually committed on in- 
tercultivated garden crops where each 
miss makes a serious hole in the 
starfl. It is these crops that may be, 
most advantageously protected by use 
of poison bait. Here is the prescrip- 
tion as the entomologists give it to us: 


Enough for an Acre: 


BMOTB. ics sccccccccons 50> Ib. 
Paris Green .........055 1 Ib. 
Molasses (Blackstrap). 1 gal. 
Water .crcvcecsevice 1% gal. 
“These are the proportions. If 5 or 
10 1b. shorts is ‘used, proportion the 
ingredients. 
“Coarse shorts are preferable to 
bran under Prairie conditions. If it 


is necessary to use bran, more water 
wi'l be required.” 

Preparation:— Thoroughly mix the 
shorts and Paris green while dry. Care 
should be taken not to inhale the 
Paris green. A handkerchief over the 
mouth is a good preventive if much 
is being mixed, 

Stir the molasses into the water and 
add this solution slowly to the shorts 
and Paris green, thoroughly mixing 
with the hands all the time to prevent 
lumps from forming. Must all be 
damp but not wet. 

Application:—Apply to infested area 
in the evening, scattering over the 
soil for the worms to feed on at night. 
In the case of garden crops, it is eco- 
nomical of bait to sprinkle it along 
the rows, 


Cause of Heaving of Soils 


Have you had much trouble with 
heaving of land at your Station? I 
find some here this spring.

Ans:—With the amount of moisture | 
in the land last fall it would not he 
surprising to learn of some heavins 
this spring. As a rule our soil ap- 
pears to be too dry for the process of 
moisture crystallization | (whitn re- 
sults in heaving) to take place to any 
important extent.

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WILD APPLE TREE MENACE 


Wild apple trees are harbours for 
orchard pests, the codling moth, oys- 
ter-shell scale, apple maggot or “raili- 
road worm,” leaf crumpler, various 
leaf-feeding insects and others. Their 
trunks, branches, leaves and fruit are 
breeding places for the pests which 
spread at will to useful trees, Scatter- 
ed as they are about the back pastures 
and along the fence rows of many 
farms, these wild apple trees, for the 
most part, scagagy, unkept, unsightly, | 
and useless for fruit production, are a 
deadly menace to the cultivated orch- 
ards on adjoining fields. But there is 
one use for them, Apple wood is good 
fuel, and this year When snow’ has 
prevented many farmers from getting 
their fuel supply from the forests, con- 
sideration might be given to cutting 
down and utilizing those sources of 
danger to the home orchards. The 
Entomo'ogical Branch of the Dominion 
Department of Agriculture, which 
wares cesseless War on these insects, 
points out that this winter in New 
Brunswick the branches of wild apple 
trees bear large numbers of tent cater- 
piller eges, presaging a heavy infesta- 
tion of these insects in June.

DAIRY CATTLE AND GRAIN 


With regard to the marketing of | 
grain through dairy cattle, an example 
is to be found in the largest herd of 
dairy cattle in British Columbia. This | 
herd is maintained for the purpose of | 
supplying at minimum cost 5,700 
pounds of milk daily to the provincial | 
mental hospital, Because of transpor- | 
tation costs, grains have higher values 
there but silage, hay, roots, and pas- 
ture are each used to advantage ir 
keeping down costs of production, The | 
following concentrate mixture is one 
that has been used to advantage: Oats | 
600 pounds; barley, 400; bran, 500; oil | 
meal, 400; screenings, 400; distillers’ 
grains, 400 pilchard meal, 300 pounds. 
This ration, with ‘its 19.77 per cent 
digestible protein, is only one-third 
actual grains and is fed in anportion- | 
ments of from three to fifteen pounds | 
per cow per day, depending on the in- | 
dividual production. The cows pro- | 
duce exceptionally well, the herd hav- 
ing had a yearly average of over 
15,000 pounds of milk and 520 pounds | 
of fat. 


BADGE OF CONFIDENCE 


The general welfare of those engag- 
ed in agriculture may be appreciably 
improved, says the Dominion Seed 
Commissioner, by developing the pro- | 
duction and general use of the best 
kinds and the best attainable quality 
of each kind of propagating stock. Be- 
cause it is in their own best interest 
to use pure seed of the variety most 
suited to their soil and purpose, farm- 
ers in general may be depended upon 
to procure and use the best that is 
obtainable, if they are provided the 
assurance in which they have confid- 
ence as to the variety and _ relative 
quality of the seeds they purchase. 
The official inspection tag certificate 
including a statement of the Kind, var- 
iety, purity and grade of the seed, 
signed by an authorized inspector and 
protected by a metal seal, begets a 
measure of confidence that tends to 
increase from year to year. The as- 
surance of origin of production and 
winter hardiness of certain kinds of 
seed is a very real need, at whatever 
increase in cost, if those crops are to 
be successfully grown in our northern 
climates, 


POULTRY CASH RETURN 


A comparison between the revenue 
derived from field crops and from 
poultry during the past few years re- 
veals some interesting figures. For 
the six years 1925-31 the cash returns 
from field crops in the three Prairie 
Provinces dwindled almost to one- 
third, says Mr. F. C, Elford, Dominion 
Poultry Husbandman, while the poul- 
try revenue remained practically the 
same. In 1925 the field crops gave 
nearly thirty times the revenue given 
by poultry, while in 1931 it was only 
ten times. In British Columbia in 
1931 “farm animals” produced 62 per 
cent of the amount of revenue derived 
from poultry. In Alberta the return 
from poultry was 40 per cent of that 
from farm animals. In Saskatchewan 
it was 55 per cent. In Ontario in 1927 | 
poultry gave 57 per cent of what live; 
stock produced; in 1981 it had in-| 
creased to S88 per cent, In 1981 the) 
product of the poultry yard handed to. 
the farmer in actual cash more than 
one-half of what was received from | 
the sale of Canada's entire crop of 
wheat. | 


IMMATURE CHEESE 


Complaints have been received from 
the United Kingdom during the past’ 
three seasons that some of the Cana- 
dian cheese held for long periods have 
developed soft ends, and it has been 
suggested that an alr space should be 
left between the ends of the cheese 
and the cover of the box in order to 
permit the drying of the ends of the 
cheese, “While it is yet impossible to 
speak conclusively as far as it has, 
been possible to investigate this mat- | 
ter” says Mr, J, F, Singleton, Dairy! 
and Cold Storage Commissioner for. 
Canada, “it does not appear that the 
remedy lies in leaving an air space, | 
but rather in holding the cheese in the 
factory until the vind is well formed. | 
It appears that the shipment of very | 
immature cheese was more prevalent 
in the eastern portion of Kastern On- 
tario during 1988 than ever before, and 
it is said that some of the factories are 
macing the cheese in the boxes one 
day after being moved from the press 
The inevitable result is that the cheese 
which is not properly dried out be- 
comes coated with mould and proper 
rinds do not form, This practice of 
shipping cheese in such an immature 
condition should cease,”

GRAIN AND MILK PRODUCTION | 
For many years a general rule 
among dairymen who feed for high 


producton has been to feed one pound 
ef concentrates for every three or four | 
pounds of milk produced, At the Do 
minion Experimental Farm at Agas- 
siz, B.C., for every pound of grain fed 
during the past ten years, three pounds 
of milk have been produced. In 1926 
the maximum Was recorded, with one 
pound of grain producing 4.17 pounds 
of milk; in 1928 it required one pound 
of grain for every 2.35 pounds of milk 
If 3.5 be taken as the figure repre- 
senting the amount of milk produced 
for each pound of concentrates fed, 
2.108.528 tons would be the yearly con- 
sumption estimate for Canada, figured 
on a productive basis of 14,750,657,,000 
pounds of milk If that amount were 
consumed by 8,688,000 cows, the yearly

aroused loading becomes a_ difficult 
task. On the other hand pigs like to 
nose around in fresh bedding, and a 
well-bedded chute that provides easy 
access to the wagon will often’ be 
sufficient inducement to arouse their 
curiosity and permit of their being 
loaded without trouble. 

Unloading pigs from the wagon and 
reloading them into the stock car is 
the second place where considerable 
bruizing occurs.

One Man’s India: by T. E. Welby. 

A short but practical book of re- 
miniscences. The author, with clean 
cut precision deals with the 


sides of Indian life and character. 


Mr. Welby was a journalist and 
literary critic. Born in Northern In- 
dia, he was allowed by his parents to 
speak no word of English until he was 
six years of age, but conversed in, and 
read the languages of the North. He 
was sent home to England for his 
schooling, but returned to India in 
later years. As a child he had ab- 
sorbed a certain amount of Hindu-and 
Mahommedan teaching and _ philoso- 
phy. Of his return, as he calls it re- 
discovery of India, he says: 


“I had heard the talk that is not 
talked before white men, and I had 
only to use a certain catch word out 
of it to find myself on another foot- 
ing.” 

Through years of study, and close 
contact with the people of India, and 
through assimilation of their ideas, 
Mr. Welby has been able to get at the 
root of things. “Never,” he says, 
“were there more peoples brought to- 
gether under one _ political system, 


many | 


peoples at every stage of evolution 
from that of primitive man to that of 
the twentieth century.” 

In most reminiscences there is a 
certain amount of humour and “One 
Man's India” is no exception. There 
is the story of the man whose busi- 
ness it was to report for the benefit 
of anthropologists on the multitudin- 
ous castes and tribes. He was anxi- 
ous to obtain accurate measurements 
of a certain obscure jungle tribe, and 
with infinite tact and patience camp- 
ed in their jungle, offering all sorts of 
bribes for even one man and one wo- 
man of the tribe to come in to be 
measured.
